Witness Testifies Life 
Companies Retained

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP).— 
Vincent P. Whitsitt, manager and 
counsel of the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents, testified yes- 
terday his organization had em- 
ployed attorneys to assist in litiga- 
tion which prought about invalida- 
tion of the original Frazier-Lemke 
Act. 

Appearing befcre the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, 
Whitsitt said in reply to questions 
that his association had retained 
William Marshall Bullitt of Louis- 
ville, Ky., and John W. Davis of 
New York City to help carry a 
test case before the Supreme Court. 
Legal fees paid, he said, were in 
the neighborhood of $60,000. 


Whitsitt said the association had 
decided to participate in the mat- 
ter because the Frazier-Lemke Act 
provided for a mortgage morato- 
rium and a scaling down of mort- 
gages; and insurance men were 


}afraid it would impair securities 


behind insurance policies. 

The association’s attorneys ap- 
peared in the test case in behalf 
of the Louisville Joint Stock Land 
Bank, Whitsiitt testified; without 
the association being a party of 
record. 

Isador Lubin, member of the 
Monopoly Committee, asked: 

“Is it customary for an outside 
agency to defend cases without 
being a party of record?” 

“Oh, it ig not uncommon,” Whit- 
sitt replied. “I think the railroads 
have done so on many occasions.” 

Whitsitt denied that it was the 
association's general practice to 
circularize policyholders in order 
to “stir them up” against legisla- 
tion opposed by che insurance com- 
panies. He said some policyhold- 
ers were advised of objections to 
various hills, however, in order 
“to get the facts’ before legisla- 
tures.

Comment on Franco’s Forthcom- 


ing Visit Indicates Effort for 
Military Alliance, 
ROME, June 14 (AP).—Fascists 


hailed today the announcement by 
official sources that Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco would come to 
Rome in September as evidence 
Italy and Spain were bound “in a 
common destiny.”

Going to Governor’s Desk. 


It probably will be from five 
days to a week before the Dill 
reaches the Governor’s desk. There 
are 14 bills ahead of it in the en- 
rolling department in the House, 
and they will be enrolled in the 
order in which they were passed. 
When enrolled a bill is sent to the 
Governor for his signature. 

It is expected the Governor will 
act promptly on this measure, but 
it probably will not be signed much 
before the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature, which is virtually cer- 
tain to be some time next week. 
If the appointments under it are 
not made until after the Legislature 
adjourns, it will not be necessary 
to send the names to the Senate for 
confirmation, and the Governor will 
thus avoid the possibility of their 
rejection through the influence of 
Kansas City Senators. 

Under the terms of the bill the 
Governor will appoint four Police 
Commissioners, who, with the May- 
or serving ex-officio, will constitute 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers. As in St. Louis, the Commis- 
sioners will receive an annual sal- 
ary of $1000 a year each. 

The police force will consist of 
approximately 650 men, the -pres- 
ent strength of the municipally- 
operated department. While the 
bill provides for the examination 
of applicants to determine their 
fitness, and prohibits the appoint- 
ment, promotion or removal of a 
policeman for political reasons, it 
does not provide for a strict merit 
system. Salaries to be paid offi- 
cers range from $5000 per year for 
the Chief of Police to $1500 a year 
for probationary patrolmen.

POSTMASTER FIRED 
FOR OPENING MAIL 


‘Acting Office; at Manchester 
Wanted to See Who Won 
Permanent Job. 


Clifford E. Faubel, Acting Post- 
master at Manchester, St. Louis 
County, was arrested yesterday on 
a Federal warrant charging him 
with unlawfully opening mail. He 
admitted the charge and was forth- 
with fired from his $1500-a-year 
job. 

Postoffice inspectors said it was 
Paubel’s curiosity about the results 
of a civil service examination for 
the regular postmastership which 
led him to open the mail. Paubel 
‘and his former clerk, Mrs. Kath- 


Felipe | erine Mitchell, were the only ones 


who took the examination for the 
job. 

When Paubel learned that Mrs. 
Mitchell was going to take the ex- 
amination he fired her from her 
clerkship for “incompetence.” They 
took the test in St. Louis on May 
27. Subsequently letters from the 
Civil Service office in Washington 
began to arrive for Mrs. Mitchell. 

Mrs. Mitchell noticed that they 
had been opened and resealed. She 
complained to Postoffice inspec- 
tors. Although the letters  per- 
tained to the examination, none of 
them gave the result, which has 
not yet been announced. 

“I’m sorry that Mr. Paubel has 
lost his job,” Mrs, Mitchell, a widow 
and the mother of two children, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but 
I didn’t knew it was he who had 
opened the letters when I made my 
complaint.

On Oct. 28, 1937, two days after 
the jury voted a no true bill, 
James Hogan left Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital, where he had been 
placed for observation following 
his arrest for killing Santo Tocco. 
He had fired wildly with two re- 
volvers through the walls and 
doors of his home, 1421A North 
Jefferson avenue, when disturbed 
by imagined voices, one of the 
shots striking Tocco. 

James Hogan told a reporter that 
he was in an institution, “some- 
where in Illinois,” which he de- 
clined to name, after leaving Alex- 
ian. Brothers’ Hospital. At Jeffer- 
son City, his nephew said to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that 
as far as he knew the uncle had 
been in no institution other than 
Alexian. 

Released from the St. Louis hos- 
pital, his uncle went to the country, 
Jellyroll said, adding that he did not 
know his present whereabouts.

JURY GIVES $2650 AWARD 
AGAINST REALTY COMPANY 


Mr. and Mrs. F. J. Manzer Charged 
Misrepresentation in Property 
Sale to Them. 

A verdict of $2650 for Mr. and 
Mrs, Frank J. Manzer, 5230 Louisi- 
ana avenue, against H. A. O’Rourke, 
Inc., real estate dealers, and Ed- 
win Schroeder, a salesman for the 
company, was returned by a jury 
in Circuit Judge Charles B. Wil- 
liams’ court yesterday.

SGOAMONTH PENSION 
AT 60 URGED BY CC 


Executive Board Directs Rank 
and File to Join in 
National Campaign. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP).— 
The CIO executive board directed 
its rank and file today to join with 
“old age and progressive groups” 
in a national campaign for $60 
monthly pensions to persons of 60 
and above. 

It also voted approval of con- 
gressional proposals calling for the 
appropriation of security and re- 
lief funds aggregating more than 
three billion dollars. 

The board, approving a series of 
resolutions, characterized the pres- 
ent Federal old age insurance sys- 


}tem and the state public assistance 


plans as “utterly inadequate.” 

In the course of today’s session 
the CIO leaders indorsed President 
Roosevelt's request for $123,000,000 
each for the National Youth Ad- 
ministration and the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration. Meanwhile, on 
Capitol Hill, the House Appropria- 
tions Committee recommended that 
NYA’s fund be put at $81,000,000. 

The board denounced as “dis- 
criminatory action” today the fail- 
ure of the Labor Department to 
include CIO representatives on a 
Government delegation sent from 
the United States to a Geneva la- 
bor conference May 31. 

The board expressed its views in 
a resolution which demanded that 
the department recognize “the in- 
justice that has been done to the 
CIO.” | 
The delegation included repre- 
sentatives of the Government, la- 
bor and employers, It will attend 
the annual June conference of the 
International Labor Organization. 

Other recommendations submit- 
ted to the mid-year board meeting 
included a proposal that the CIO 
resort to injunctions and damage 
suits against American Federation 
of Labor unions as a new weapon 
in the labor rivalry. 

Lee Pressman, CIO general coun- 
sel, indicated that legal action 
might be taken against A. F. of L. 
unions boycotting CIlO-made goods, 
or A. F. of L. unions which enter 
into “collusive contracts” with em- 
ployers to block the CIO.

cept sponsors’ cash contributions. 
Base preference in employment 
on relative need of applicants. 
Authorize agencies employing re- 
lief workers to pass on their habits, 
records and abilities. 

Removal from the rolls of per- 
sons whose need has not been cCer- 
tified by a local agency or the 
WPA. 

Prohibitions against employment 
of anyone on WPA eligible to pre- 
ceive Social Security benefits when 
such benefits are available, 

Also included as one of the 19 
recommendations was the provi- 
sion to earmark $125,000,000 for 
PWA-approved heavy construction 
projects. 

The decision to transfer heavy 
construction projects from the 
WPA to the PWA, it was said, 
would mean that sponsors would 
contribute 55 per cent of their cost, 
compared with the 25 per cent paid 
by sponsors under the WPA rules. 
The recommendation stipulated 
that the Federal contribution 
should not exceed $225,000, limiting 
the cost of the completed project 
to $500,000.- This limitation is sep- 
arate from the $25,000 maximum 
proposed for WPA-built structures. 


Reasons for Three-Man Board. 


In recommending that a three- 
man board take over relief admin- 
istration July 31, the committee 
said responsibility for supervising 
the disbursement of huge relief 
outlays “is of such magnitude and 
the problems were so complex that 
the judgment and counsel of three 
men with equal authority and re- 
sponsibility” would prove advan- 
tageous, 

The three would be appointed by 
the President, subject to confirma- 
tion by the Senate and would re- 
ceive $10,000 a year. No more than 
two could belong to the same po- 
litical party. 

The committee proposed that the 
theater project be closed June 30 
and that the other projects be elim- 
inated as Federally sponsored proj- 
ects Aug. 31. 

Of theater projects it said that 
“too high a percentage of the re- 
lief workers on them have a ten- 
dency to regard them as a career 
and many of the workers do not 
measure up to the professional re- 
quirements they should possess to 
qualify them to relief as such.” 

Keeping Out Politics. 

Strengthening of political prohibi- 


ing the bar to activity in political 
conventions as well as in “political 
management and in political cam- 
paigns.” 

The new wage provision, the com- 
mittee said, called for a_ fixed 
monthly earning schedule which 
would not substantially alter the 
current average labor cost per per- 
son.

The committee proposed that the 
Secretary of Agriculture be permit- 
ted to accept from recipients of 
farm security grants voluntary 
agreements for work on useful proj- 
ects, 

It wrote a stipulation, too, that no 
Federal construction project, except 
flood control and water conserva- 
tion work, authorized under any 
law should be undertaken unless 
Federal funds sufficient for their 
completion had been allocated. 

G. O. P. Outlines Program. 

Four Republicans on the Appro- 
priations Committee—Taber of New 
York, Wigglesworth of Massachu- 
setts, Lambertson of Kansas and 
Ditter of Pennsylvania—praised 
the program but said it did not 
solve the relief problem, This, 
they asserted, could be achieved by 
turning relief administration back 
to the states. 
The Republican statement said 
the committee’s proposals would 
merely continue the “stop-gap” 
measures necessitated by the 
amount of unemployment. Con- 
gress’ main problem, it said, was 
to get idle men back to work at 
“decent wages.” 

To this end the Republicans out- 
lined a series of remedial steps 
Congress should take. They in- 
cluded reduced Federal spending, 
tax revision, Wagner Labor Act 
amendments, repeal of the Presi- 
dent’s discretionary monetary pow- 
ers and keeping the nation out of 
war. 

The relief bill, the Republicans 
noted, marked the end of the prac- 
tice of making “blank check” ap- 
propriations of billions of dollars. 
An effort is now being made, they 
added, to make relief disburse- 
ments correspond to actual need. 

The minority objected to appro- 
priations for continuation of the 
National Exnergency Council ana 
the National Resources Committee. 
“The first,” they said, “is designed 
to promote propaganda and the 
second to promote Government 
spending. Neither agency, in our 
opinion, should be continued.” 

Pendergast and Memorial. 

As the House began debate on the 
bill, Taber asserted administration 
of relief should be turned back to 
the states. Discussing the alloca- 
tion of relief funds in Missouri, Ta- 
ber said: “In the great State of 
Missouri, where the President's At-

WASHINGTON, June 14. 
T IS to be hoped that the con- 
| eressional debate over the ad- 
ministration’s neutrality bill, ap- 
proved yesterday by the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the House, 


demagogic statement made to the 
press on Monday by the Hon. Ham- 
ilton Fish (Rep.) of New York and 
inserted by him in the appendix of 
the Congressional Record of that 
day. 


If there has been any more bra- 
zen appeal to group prejudices in 
the fight.on this bill, the writer has 
not seen it. Attention is directed 
particularly to the last sentence of 
the following extract: 


Methodists, Baptists and other 
elements opposed to selling arms 
and ammunition to belligerent 
nations are against the Bloom 
bill. All internationalists, inter- 
ventionists and Communists, who 
want us to fight Germany and 
Japan for the benefit of Soviet 
Russia, are clamoring for the 
Bloom bill. On the other hand, 
all Americans who believe in our 
traditional policies of neutrality, 
peace, non-intervention and no 
entangling alliances will oppose 
it every inch of the way. The 
loyal German element in_ the 
United States, amounting to one- 
fifth of our population, will nat- 
urally oppose it, as will the loyal 
Italian element among our pop- 
ulation. 


It seems incredible, particularly 
in this time of international ten- 
sion, that a man in.the high and re- 
sponsible position of Mr. Fish, the 
ranking Republican member of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, should 
be guilty of this incitement to mass 
action by racial elements in the 
population. 

The use of the word “loyal” in 
his appeal is unhappy. He speaks 
of the “loyal German element” and 
the “loyal Italian element.” Loyal 
to the American Government and 
the American way of life, or loyal 
to a foreign scheme of things? It 
must be supposed, charitably, that 
what Mr. Fish is invoking is the 


loyalty of German-Americans and; 


Italian-Americans to the American 
Government. There is, however, an 
unfortunate ambiguity in his lan- 
guage. 

It will be a sad reflection on the 
Senate, “the greatest deliberative 
body in the world,” if the forthcom- 
ing debate in that body reflects the 
tactics of the New York Represen- 
tative.

But whatever Mr. Fish, or the 
band now organizing for protract- 
ed opposition in the Senate, may 
say, there is good ground for the 
belief that the bill will go through. 
The administration has only to 
stand by its guns. 

The issue is clear enough. 
Stripped to its essentials, it is 
whether this country is going to 
retain a policy that plays straight 
into the hands of the dictators, ar 
is going to adopt a policy advan- 
tageous to France and England. 

Those countries, hcwever far 
their practice may fall short of 
their democratic pretentions, are 
better than the other side. They do 
constitute a first line of defense 
of the democratic ideal. Enlight- 
ened self-interest dictates the pas- 
sage of the bill recommended by 
the State Department—not in order 
to make the world safe for \de- 
mocracy, but to help keep Ameri- 
ca safe. 

Popular polls indicate that the 
issue is seen in those terms by the 
great majority of the people, and 
if this is a correct diagnosis no 
Senate filibuster, and no appeals to 
racial prejudice by Mr. Fish, can 
succeed. Again the qualification 
must be added: if the administra- 
tion stands firm.

Speaking of racial prejudice, I 
wish that Mr. Fish could have 
been in St. Louis not long ago when 
a spokesman of the German-Amer- 
ican Bund couldn’t get the use of 
a single German-American hall in 
which to preach his subversive gos- 
pel. The people to whom he sought 
to appeal out there wanted none 
of him. There’s no doubt what the 
word “loyal” means when it is ap- 
plied to the community of citizens 
of German descent in St, Louis. 


ILLINOIS SENATE APPROVES

NAZI FUNDS LOST SINCE 1923 
FOUND IN STOCKHOLM ATTIC 


Worthless Now, Inflation Marks 
Serve as Memento of Hitler's 
Munich Putsch That Failed. 
STOCKHOLM, June 14 (AP). — 
Funds belonging to Adolf Hitler’s 
Nazi party, lost since 1923, were 
found yesterday in a Stockholm 

attic. 

The funds, amounting to several 
million marks in the inflated Ger- 
man currency of 1923 but worth- 
less now, are being forwarded to 
Berlin to take a place among the 
curiosities of the early Nazi days. 

When Hitler and other Nazi 
leaders were imprisoned in 1923 
after the abortive Munich beer hall 
putsch, panic followed in party 
circles. A Swede who worked at 
the beer hall, which was party 
headquarters, buried the money in 
a trunk in his garden. 

When he left Munich no one was 
willing to take over the trunk, so 
he brought it to Stoekholm and 
put it in his attic, where it was 
forgotten.

REGENT CAUTIONS HUNGARY 
AGAINST INDUSTRIAL SETBACK 


Tells Parliament Even Slight One 
Would Throw Country Into 
Dependence. 


BUDAPEST, June 14 (AP).— 
Regent Admiral Nicholas Horthy 
told the new Parliament today that 
“even a slight setback” in Hun- 
gary’s industrial development would 
cause the country to “fall into hope- 
less economic dependence.” Ger- 
many admittedly wishes Hungary to 
remain predominantly agricultural. 

Horthy said Hungary wanted to 
continue to co-operate with Ger- 
many and Italy, “which are allied 


in the interests of a just peace.” 
At the same time he spoke in glow- 


ing terms of Poland. 

Diplomats interpreted the 70-year- 
old regent’s defense of Hungarian 
industry as a possible stumbling 
block to a Nazi campaign to “co- 
ordinate” German and Hungarian 
economic life. 

“Without industry we could not 
give bread and work to our farm 
population,” Horthy declared. 


BRITAIN TO PUBLISH PALESTINE 
IMMIGRATION QUOTA FOR JEWS 


Schedule Expected Tomdrrow Is 
Said to Put Limit Until 
October at 10,300. 

JERUSALEM, June 14 (AP).— 
Well-informed sources said today 
Mhat British authorities would pub- 
lish tomorrow a Jewish immigra- 
tion schedule fixing the quota for 
entry into Palestine from April to 
October, 1939, at 10,300. 

This figure would be subject to 
deductions for a number of immi- 
grants who entered illegally but 
were permitted to remain after 
being apprehended. Fixing the 
quota with a retroactive date would 
supersede all previous schedules 
and be the second step in imple- 
menting British policy under the 
White Paper on Palestine. 

The first step was an order giv- 
ring the British High Commission- 
er, Sir Harold MacMichael, full 
powers to restrict land sales any- 
where in Palestine. He has not 
yet acted to regulate purchase of 
land by Jews, but it was stated 
he would restrict sales in 17 areas 
in the Holy Land and leave three 
areas unrestricted. 

Under the White Paper plan for 
Palestine, which was approved May 
23 by the British House of Com- 
mons, 75,000 Jews would be per- 
mitted to enter the country in the 
next five years to bring the pop- 
ulation to a ratio of one Jew for 
each two Arabs. 


IRAN’S ENVOY BACK IN PARIS; 
CHAT-SHAH INCIDENT CLOSED 


Relations Previously Resumed 
When French Convinced Ruler 
No Pun Was Intended. 
PARIS, June 14 (AP).—Sepah Bo- 
di, Iran’s Minister, returned ta 
Paris today after a five-month va- 
cation in Teheran, where he was 
recalled by the Shah in a diplo- 
matic break with France over ar- 
ticles in the French Press. Rela- 
tions between France and Iran were 
resumed February 21 when French} 
diplomats convinced the Shah that 
the French press did not have the 
Shah in mind when they used the 
French word for cat—‘“chat’’—al- 
though the two words are pro- 

nounced alike in French. 

The Shah had objected particu- 
larly to photographs of a Paris cat 
show with references to “His Ma- 
jesty the Cat.” 


POPE BLESSES ITALY’S KING 
AND PREMIER MUSSOLINI 


Pius XII Includes Them in His 
Benediction at Close of Public 
Audience. 

VATICAN CITY, June 14 (AP). 
—Pope Pius XII invoked blessings 
today on King Vittorio Emanuele 
and Premier Mussolini in his reg- 
ular public audience. The benedic- 
tion was given after he addressed 
students and teachers of the Vis- 
conte Royal High School in Rome, 
who were among 6000 persons re- 

ceived. 

“On all of you, on all your fam- 
ilies, on His Majesty the King and 
Emperor and on him who guides 
the destinies of your country,” the 
Pope said, “We invoke from the 
Lord the choicest graces and the 
most abundant blessings.” 


VISCOUNT WIMBORNE, 66, DIES 


Former Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
Succumbs. 

LONDON, June 14 (AP).—Vis- 
count Wimborne, former member of 
Parliament, Paymaster-General 
and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
died today after a month’s illness. 
He was 66 years old. Lady Wim- 
borne reached the bedside Monday 
after hurrying home from a visit 
in the United States.

HUNGARY PAYS $9828 10 U. S.

Hungary made a token payment of 
$9828.16 yesterday on its war debt

He also disclosed that the Attor- 
ney-General and the Treasury De- 
partment’s general counsel were 
trying to find words to make more 
effective Section 102 of the revenue 
laws, which was designed to pre- 
vent income tax evasion by indi- 
viduals through the incorporation 
of small holding groups. He said 
that Chairman Harrison of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee had. agreed 
to have this section strengthened 
to plug up all possible loopholes. 

Wants to Catch All Evaders. 
The whole question, he said, was 
whether Section 102 went far 
enough to prevent income tax eva- 
sion. If there is any evasion, he 
added, the Government wants to 
catch all who attempt such a 
course. He indicated that no de- 
cision had been reached when he 
said the subject was still under dis- 
cussion.

PHILADELPHIA PAYS TRIBUTE 
AT HOME OF BETSY ROSS 


It Ignores Contention of Others 
That Someone Else Sewed 
First Stars and Stripes. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 14 (AP). 
—Betsy Ross’ home town unfurled 
the Stars -and: Stripes today in 
tribute to a job of stitching— 
whether hers or another’s—that 
gave a new-born nation its first 

flag. 

Patriotic organizations packed 
the day’s program with parades 
and with speeches at the steep- 
roofed little house .where Betsy 


Ross lived and at Valley Forge. 
Elsewhere, there were those who 
termed “just a pretty fable” the 
story that Betsy Ross, the busy 
little Quaker, stitched for Wash- 
ington the first Stars and Stripes. 
They contended that others planned 
the first flag and had it sewn. But 
Philadelphians for the most part 
brooked no dispute of the first 
flag story that has grown up 
around the red brick Ross house 
on Arch street, almost within 
stone’s throw of Independence Hall 
and of little old churchyards where 
many of the natjon’s founders lie 
buried.

PROPOSAL OPPOSED 


High School Teachers’ Attbr- 
ney at Board Meeting; Sub- 
ject Doesn’t Come Up. 


An attorney for the High School 
Teachers’ Association attended last 
night’s' meeting of the Board of 
Education to oppose the plan for 
retirement of elderly teachers ad- 
vocated by Superintendent of In- 
struction Henry J. Gerling, but the 
subject was not brought up by the 
board. 

The lawyer, Charles M. Hay, 
former City Counselor, told report- 
ers the assoication, which has 698 
members out of about 715 teachers 
in the high school corps, objected 
to the Gerling plan, but was not 
prepared to state its reasons. An- 
other representative of the associa- 
tion said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the members favored 
eventual adoption of a financially 
and legally sound retirement plan. 

Objections to the Gerling pro- 
posal, this spokesman said, were: 
Questions as to its legality under 
court decisions guaranteeing teach- 
ers life tenure; suddenness, as it 
might be made effective in Sep- 
tember; decline in pay at the age 
of 60 instead of 65, with sharp an- 
nual drops, especially in the first 
year in high school ranks, com- 
pared with slow increases; the 
suggestion of a subterfuge to avoid 
the tenure rule. 

The Grade Teachers’ Association, 
with about 1200 members, has gone 
on record in favor of voluntary 
retirement at he age of 65 and 
compulsory retirement at 70. 


Audit System Discussed. 

A long executive session was held 
by the board. President John J. 
Sheahan announced afterwards 
that it was devoted to discussion 
of improvements in the auditing 
system as recommended in the re- 
cent school survey. Members said 
the discussion was motivated also 
by the recent finding that Charles 
Lee Barr, suspended Assistant Sup- 
ply Commissioner, was short in his 
waste sale accounts. Better meth- 
ods of control of stocks and ac- 
counts are contemplated. It was 
said the executive officers would 
study them. 

William M,. Susanka, auditor for 
the last four years, was re-elected 
unanimously for another four-year 
term at the same. salary, $7500 a 
year. The board provided an addi- 
tional clerk for the auditor. A new 
position of assistant to the Sup- 
ply Commissioner, at $3600 a year, 
was created to supplant the $6000 
place Barr had held. Supply Com- 
missioner James J. Lee, who has 
interviewed applicants, said he 
would not make the appointment 
until next month. A new clerkship 
in the Supply Department, at $1320, 
also was established. Lee said it 
would reptace an extra job paid 
at hourly rates averaging $1500 a 
year. . 

The salary of William Bradburn, 
lunchroom supervisor, was  in- 
creased from $3600 to $4200 a year 
and that of Vernon Mohrman, 
lunchroom clerk, from $1800 to 
$1920. Lee told reporters they had 
made a good showing and _ that 
Bradburn had assumed addéd re- 
sponsibilities. Their salary are 
paid out of high school lunchroom 
receipts. 

New Places Created. 

The creation of two places for 
custodian directors, at $225 a 
month each, was authorized. This 
is in line with a recommendation 
of the survey for better supervi- 
sion and instruction of school jani- 
tors. Men to take these jobs have 
not been selected. Those to be 
chosen doubtless will be drawn 
from a rank which has had base 
pay of $187.50 a month, augmented 
by overtime to about $213, but the 
board intends to eliminate over- 
time.

No funds will be available in 

1939-40 for additional aid to de-

Even if sufficient revenue is not 
available for the full appropriation 
asked for by the State Social Se- 
curity Commission, th letter said,, 
several alternative measures are 
still open. These include trans- 
ferring funds from other allot- 
ments so as to make more money 
available for aid to dependent chil- 
dren and appropriation of funds 
for the operation of the University 
of Missouri out of the State school 
fund instead of from general rev- 
enue. 

T letter asserted that allot- 
ments to 188 families in the coun- 
ty now receiving aid to dependent 
children grants had been cut 35 
per cent and supplementary aid has 
had to be obtained from general 
relief funds. For families includ- 
ed under general relief, the House 
bill will mean a reduction in grants 
from $4 to $1.65 a month.

$12,704 INHERITANCE TAX PAID 
BY M. E. SINGLETON ESTATE

JEFFERSON CITY, June 14.— 
A State inheritance tax of $12,704 
on the estate of Marvin E. Single- 
ton, St. Louis, who died Jan. 29, 


1938, was paid to the State Treas- 
urer today by the executors. 

The gross appraised value of the 
estate was $1,272,639, but statutory 
deductions for debts, taxes and 
costs of administration, totaling 
$581,137, left a net estate of $691,- 
502. Deductions included $286,914 
for debts, $195,018 for taxes and 
$99,205 for administration costs, The 
bulk of the estate was left to his 
wife, four daughters and five sons. 

Singleton, who established a cot- 
ton oil firm in St. Louis in 1903, 
was a director in 10 corporations 
when he died. Outstanding among 
his business ventures was his sale 
in 1926 at a profit of about $7,000,- 
000 of the old Missouri State Life 
Insurance Co.,‘ of which he was 
president. At one time he was 
president of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. He left life insurance of $1,- 
250,000, which went in a trust es- 
tate.

As soon as the 
horizon was clear he took E-1ll 
carefully alongside his torpedo, and 
found that it had grazed the enemy 
ship without touching the “pistol” 
which detonates the explosive head. 


Nasmith carefully trimmed E-11 
so that she was standing on her tail 
with the bow-caps of her torpedo 
tubes on the water line. Meanwhile 
a seaman swam alongside the tor- 
pedo and gingerly unscrewed the 
deadly pistol. Then the torpedo was 
eased gently into the tube and the 
bowcap shut. The tube was then 
drained, the “back door” of the tube 
opened, and the torpedo drawn 
back into the submarine to be pre- 
pared for another attack. It was 
a very risky business, but Nasmith 
did not want to run out of torpe- 
does. In his view a torpedo which 
missed its mark must be made to do 
its work over again. 

On June 6 Nasmith considered 
that it was time to return. One of 
E-1l’s main motors had developed 
a bad defect, and he had discovered 
a crack in one propeller shaft. 

At 3:40 next morning E-1ll en- 
tered the Straits. Thanks to his 
torpedo economy, Nasmith had two 
torpedoes left, and he hoped to get 
a shot at a battleship lying near 
Nagara.
